17, 19-20, 22-23, 25-26, 28-29, 31-32, 34-35, 37-38, 40-41 and 43-44 Yi teaches registered areas of a location-limited mobile station that 
can be altered to alternative registered areas (see col. 1 , lines 60-62). Williams teaches providing the presence of a location-limited 
mobile station in a foreign access network to a home access network when the mobile station registers in the foreign access network (see 
col. 5, lines 32-40). This relates to altering the registered area to an alternative registered area during the claimed "preset time period" in 
that the registration time period occurs when the mobile station is in the presence of the foreign access network, which is a known time 
period. Therefore the combination of Nguyen, Yi, and Williams teaches altering the registered area of each location-limited mobile station 
to alternative registered areas during a preset time period. 
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
